Textile Corridor ; VENICE: SILK AND LACE. An exhibition from the 
collections of The Cleveland Museum of Art of textiles used by 
Venetians from the 14th through the 18th century including Italian 
silks and velvets and the famous Venetian laces of the 17th and 
18th centuries.
